that today's youngsters learn 
little or nothing, are particularly 
deficient in the "three K's" and 
geography, and that "progressive 
schooling" is mere fun, devoid of 
all mental effort. In the high 
schools, the critics add, students 
get credits for things like auto- 
driving, glee club and even foot- 
ball, at the expense of basic 
studies.

Such are the charges. What- are 


the facts? 


As presented in the D i g e s t 


article, condensed from Changing 
Times, the facts lend little or no 
validity to the charges. Tests made 
in various parts of the country, 
giving today's students the identi 
cal problems and questions given 
one or more generations ago to 
groups of students of the same 
age, almost invariably have re- 
vealed higher scholastic standings 
for the youth of today. 


An example: 
In Dearborn, 


Mich., five public schools com- 
pared pupils in the fourth through 
the sixth grades in 1926 and 1951. 
The 1951 youngsters s h o w e d 
themselves as much as a year 
and a half ahead of the 1926 class 
in reading and at least one se- 
mester ahead in arithmetic. In 
written and oral English the 1951 
kids registered as much as a 
two-year lead 
o'ser 
the 1926 


students.

fore groups, the use of libraries. 
how to get facts through various 
references and the techniques of 
committee wotk.

Glassware Must Be Cared 
For, But Not Tampered' 


Whether you can afford expen- 


sive or moderately priced glass- 
war*, a complete set or the "eat 
nith what you've got" variety, the 
rules for buying and caring for 
them are the same. 


Shape, quality and decoration 


lake prime consideration. Dura- 
bility, too. is important, but mod- 
ern glassware will last indefinitely 
with just ordinary precautions in 
handling. 


Here's what to look for: 
1. Shape of the glass should be 


functional. ;" gr>od proportion and 
blend well with, furnishings, table- 
ware and linens. A glass should be 
balanced and not too heavy on the 
top to prevent easy tipping. 


2. Double-duty glassware saves 


money and adds to a table's beau- 
ty. A tumbler can double for iced 
drinks, milk or highballs; sherbet 
glasses aleo can hold wine. Shrimp 
cocktails can be served in small 
old-fashioned glasses filled with ice 
and a tiny jigger glass for the 
sauce. 


3. Clarity — the "water-white"' 


lustrous qualities so necessary in 
glass— should be carefully checked. 
Judge the glass away from the 
mass display. Hold it against a 
dark purse or sleeve to get a better 
idea of how it will look on your 
table. 


4. Decoration is mainly a matter 


of individual taste. Main trick here 
is to visualize how the glass plate, 
bowl or stemware will look on your 
own particular 
table. 
You can 


choose from glasses with a m-ere 
suggestion of a pattern to highly 
elaborate designs. 


>"o Pampering Needed 


'Although glassware may general- 
ly be placed in the "fragile" cate- 
gory, baking dishes, percolators 
and teapots . of glasis are heat-re- 
sistant, durable and attractive. 


Once you have the glassware, 


care for but don't pamper it. Wash 
the glasses in hot water. If they 
have just contained ice, warm 
them gradually; a quick rinse un- 
der the cold water faucet is all that 
is necessary. 


If you use a small amount of de- 


tergent or ammonia, glasses can 
be air-dried, rim down in a rubber- 
covered rack or on a towel. If soap 
is used, glasses require towelling. 


A good idea, too, is to place a 


rubber mat or towel in the bottom 
of the sink. This, and a "no crowd- 
ing in the sink" rule will lengthen 
the life of any glassware. 


Other Cleaning Tricks 


Milk glasses can be rinsed with 


lukewarm water before washing. 
Wine glasses should be rinsed as 
soon after use as possible. Remove 
lime deposits sometimes found on 
the bottoms of water bottles or 
pitchers with tea leaves covered 
•with vinegar. 


For cleaning flower vases, use a 


chlorine bleach solution to act as a 
deoderant. 


If glasses stick together, do nol 


try to pry them apart. Instead, put 
cold water in the inner glass and 
hold the outer one in warm water. 


Glasses should be stored upright 


on a shelf preferably lined with a 
rubber pad. Separate glass plates 
with doilies or napkins. If possible, 
reserve one shelf for special pieces 
you only occasionally use and pro- 
tect them from dust with a piece of 
plastic or oilcloth taped To the 
back of the shelf and draped over 
the glassware.

A dollar bill, a magnifying glass.

'f the chip of paint is twice as 
hick, the old paint coating will 
probably have to be removed be- 
fore repainting. If it is four times 
as thick, the old paint will "cer- 
tainly have to be removed." 


It is best to follow the recom- 


mendation of a reputable painting 
contractor. 


Chemical Nature Changes 


Excessive t h i c k n e s s causes 
hemical changes in under layers 


of paint. The result may be blister- 
ing or cracking, and then the new 
paint is likely to flake off. 


If "incompatible" paints were 


used in the past, this also might 
necessitate complete removal of 
the old coat before repainting. Ex- 
amples of incompatible paint com- 
binations are: White or light-color- 
ed house paint applied over dark- 
colored trim paints or red barn 
paint; pure white lead applied 
over a previous paint containing 
zinc oxide that had not weathered 
for at least three to four years, or 
paint or enamel over varnish, shel- 
lac or lacquer. 


These combinations may cause 


scaling or alligatoring, in which 
the checking or cracking of the 
paint film under weathering re- 
veals the old coat through the fis- 
sures in the later coat. 


Use Best Paint Available, 


Recommended is repainting with 


the same kind of paint used previ- 
ously, or with a new paint that is 
compatible with the old. 


For all painting, experts advise 


the use of the best paints available 
and say to beware of buying paint 
which promises "great savings" 
in cost. 


The best paint is a matter of 


manufacturer reputation and neigh- 
borhood experience. If you think 
you can do better than using one of 
the well-known brands, be sure to 
choose a paint which has been 
used successfully on other houses 
or similar surfaces in the neigh- 
borhood."

Has Accomplished

When his original charge was challenged. Sen. McCar- 


thv made a speech in the senate on Feb. 20, 1950 in which he 
listed SI pei-sons who were then or had been employed in the 
state department, and described them as serious security 
risk= 
These persons were originally listed by number, in 


fairness to those who might be able to clear their names, 
but thev were named later.* 
* • • 


Mr Trohan reports that of those who were still in the 


state department in 1950. almost every one has been separa- 
ted from it since bv dismissal or resignation. 
Leading char- 


acters on this McCarthy list included Owen Lattimore, who 
is now under indictment for perjury, Phillip C, Jessup, whose 
appointment as a delegate to IT. N. the senate later refused 
to confirm. John Stewart Service, dismissed on grounds of 
reasonable doubt of his loyalty, John Carter Vincent, and Ol- 
iver Edmund Clubb, career men in the department who were 
permitted to retire under fire, and Edward G. Posniak, an- 
other career man who was permitted to resign. 


Sen. McCarthy, it must be remembered, had no investi- 


gative facilities at "his disposal in 1950. 
His charges against 


the state department were investigated by a committee head- 
ed by Sen. Millard Tydings, the Maryland Democrat, which 
whitewashed the department. This cost Tydings his senate 
seat.In 1953 Sen. McCarthy became chairman of the senate's 
permanent subcommittee on investigations—the "McCarthy 
Committee." In the course of its investigations, the sub- 
committe has turned up 83 persons who refused on consti- 
tutional grounds publicily to answer questions about com- 
munist activities, espionage or sabotage. Sen. McCarthy 
has called these people "5th Amendment Communists." 


Included in the list is Maj. Irving Peress, who was pro- 


moted and given an honorable discharge from the army after 
he refused to say under oath whether he was a Communist. 
Also listed are a number of former government employes in 
secret laboratories, and present employes of companies do- 
ing secret defense work for the government. 


A considerable number of those who took refuge behind 


_the 5th Amendment were authors of books stocked in the li- 
braries maintained abroad by the state department informa- 
_tion service. Sen. McCarthy's investigation of these librar- 
ies raised shrill cries of "book burning" from Communists 
"and their "liberal" sympathizers. Actually, no books were 
burned. What the senator showed in this instance was that 
the state department ha4 permitted Communists and their 
sympathizers to write many of the books sent to Europe to 
win Europeans away from communism. 


Among the duties of Mr. McCarthy's committee is to de- 


termins whether present laws are being properly adminis- 
tered by the executive department, and to inquire into the 
need for new laws. Executive officers have been prompted 
to enforce more strictly the statutes designed to protect the 
government against communist infiltration. Legislation has 
been drafted to make it possible for defense contractors to 
get Communists or fellow travelers out of their secret labor- 
atories. 


The question arises why these activities should offend 


anyone except the Communists and their friends, a tiny min- 
ority in the nation. 
The answer can be found in the Com- 


»;munist's objective in penetrating the state department. It 
~wa.s to mold American foreign policy to serve Russia. As 
; the records from Tehran, iTalta and Potsdam on down testi- 
- fy. they were eminently successful. 
: 
Sen. McCarthy's great sin, in the eyes of the interna- 


- tionalists. has been that he showed how we got our foreign 
; policy. His disclosures forced the people who have been 
- representing that policy as being all that is good and holy to 
I climb into bed with the Reds.

On his monument there have been 
inscribed in German appropriate references to his years j 
of experience as a soldier in Europe. Some of the battles 
he engaged in have been mentioned He had won tha 
distinction of being the only soldier under Napoleon to be 
buried in Lee County soil. It is doubtful if there is an- 
other in the state of Illinois. This notable grave should 
be marked and kept forever green by the memory of the 
people of this_ county, especially by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 


Behind him Mr. Theiss left many acres of the finest 


land that bore his name. But the greatest endowment 
that he gave to future years is that of his own blood, his 
descendants.

To Wash Nylon 


Washing- nylon, especially white nylon, can be a troublesome expe- 


rience. 
White nylon seems to have a special affinity for anything in 


wash water. It will pick up soil to become dingy, or will absorb color 
from even fast-colored articles to take on off.coloringes. In this same 
way white nylon will pick up blu

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ing. The result is rather pleasing if 
the nylon has been given a good 
washing first. 


Washer washing is' preferable for 


all nylons and is especially true lor 
white nylon. Hotter water can be 
used and far better agitation is 
given to it. Most nylons are tough 
enough to go i-ight into the washer 
with a regular load of clothes. Use 
hot water for whites, warm water 
for colors. It is auite important not 
to wash whites and colors together. 


In a conventional washer white 


nylons may go into the first load 
with white fabrics only and while 
the water is sparkling clean. Col- 
ored nylons can be washed with 
other light colors or with a mixed 
load of white and light colored cot- 
tons and linens. 


To protect more delicate nylon 


fabrics and lace trimmed items, tie 
them in a lingerie net or pillow 
case before adding them to the 
washer load. 


Save Energy 


"Most women use twice the 


amount of energy necessary to do 
their household tasks and needless- 
ly waste a lot more." This startling 
revelation was uncovered in a re- 
cent survey conducted in average 
Detroit homes by the Michigan 
Heart 
Association together with 


specialists, from the Home EC. de> 
partment of Wayne university. 


Michigan for the Heart Associa- 


tion used a tape measure and a 
stop watch and counted steps and 
motion of homemakers. Then by 
changing methods only, it was pos- 
sible to point out ways of saving 
as much as 75 per cent of the walk- 
Ing. 75 per cent of the movements 
and 60 per cent of the reaching. 
These were all effected without any 
expensive new equipment.

Roast Corn 


This is the time of year to roast 


corn out of doors. Just remove the 
silks, but leave the husks on. Soak 
the corn in cold water 1 to I1, '2 
hours. Drain off the water, and 
smooth the husks over the corn. 
Place the ears on a grill over the 
glowing coals. Allow 20 minutes for 
cfltfking, turning the ears every 
five minutes or so. Remove the 
husks and serve with softened but- 
ter. 


Another method is to husk the 


corn and wrap it in about six lay- 
ers of wet paper toweling. Then 
wrap aluminum foil around 
it

ashes and roast for 20 to 30 min- 
utes.

Try a fresh vegetable plate for

Contrast in color, contrast in 


flavor and contrast in texture are 
three guides to making a successful 
plate, suggests a foods and nutri- 
tion specialist at the University of 
Illinois. 


Miss' Patricia 
Wyatt 
recom- 


mends that you have at least one 
green vegetable and one red. or- 
ange or golden-brown one in every 
combination. Such garnishes as 
paprika, cheese, radishes or pars- 
ley will help to improve your color 
scheme by adding a bright touch. 


To get contrast in flavor, select 


a 
vegetable 
from 
each flavor 


group, sweet, strong, sour and 
bland. 


And last but not least, try to 


achieve contrast in texture. A but- 
tered vegetable, a scalloped vege- 
table, a baked and perhaps a 
panned vegetable, and a few raw 
ones for garnish, will give you 
contrast in texture as well as var- 
iation in moisture content. Crisp 
potato chips, strips of fried bacon 
or toast triangles as garnish might 
also help you get the desired con- 
trast in texture. 


Of course, you are well acquaint- 


ed with the different ways of pre- 
paring vegetables. But Miss Wyatt 
suggests a few methods that are 
not commonly used. 


Bake Vegetables 


By baking vegetables either in 


the skin or in a casserole, you can 
retain most of the vitamins, min- 
erals and flavor. You may bake 
potatoes, squash, cucumbers, to- 
matoes and onions in the skin, and 
corn in the husk. 


If you have never broiled either 


raw or cooked vegetables, try this 
method of cooking. Raw potato 
slices, mushrooms, onion slices, 
tomato halves or summer squash 
is very tasty when broiled. Brush 
The vegetable with fat before plac- 
ing it on a rack about three inches 
below the flame. You might need 
to turn it once during broiling and 
brush again with fat. 


Among cooked vegetables that 


lend themselves well to broiling 
are asparagus spears, cauliflower 
flowerets, 
whole carrots, sliced 


eggplant, whole onions and. pars- 
nips. Irish and sweet potatoes and 
winter 
squash. Before 
broiling, 


brush with fat or dip in an egg- 
milk mixture.

Congress Passes Social 
Security Bill, Adjourns 
10 Million More Brought 
Under Liberalized Law 


WASHINGTON <3V-Congress has 


passed a bill liberalizing: and ex- 
tending the social security system 
just about as President Eisen- 
hower \vanted. 


The n-.ea.sujc aroused some pre- 


sdjournment 
political 
bickering, 


but both House and Senate shouted 
approval of a compromise version 
late Friday and the bill — final 
major legislation of the 83rd Con- 
gress—went to Eisenhower lor his 
expected signature. 


It will increase present and fu- 


ture benefits to retired persons and 
survivors, boost taxes to finance 
the higher payments and bring an 
addition 10 million persons under 
the 20-year-old system. 


Key Bill 


This was one of the hey bills in 


the Eisenhower legislative program 
and one from which the Republi- 
cans can expect to reap a political 
harvest. 


The bill will extend social secu- 


rity coverage to nearly all work- 
ing people in America, whether 
they are employed by others or 
are self-employed. 


The biggest new group brought 


into the system comprises 3.600.000 
farmers and 2.100.000 additional 
farm hands. 


Here are the main provisions in 


the bill as it went to Eisenhower: 


BENEFITS—Five million retired 


persons now on the rolls will get 
increases of at least $5 a month, 
•with an average boost of $6. New 
average payments to these persons 
\vill be about ?57. One and one 
half million survivors and depend- 
ents on the rolls will get propor- 
tionate increases. Persons retiring 
in the future will receive much 
larger increases by changes in all 
benefit formulas. 
For instance, 


maximum payment for an individ- 
.ual will go up from $85 to $108.50, 
for a couple from $127.50 to $162.75. 


TAXES—Effective next Jan. 1, 


the tax base will go up from $3,600 
to $4,200. Thus an individual earn- 
ing $4,200 or more a year and his 
employer each will have to pay 
$12 more in 1955. The tax rate of 
2 per cent does not change until 
1960. The self-employed rate like- 
wise remains at 3 per cent until 
1960. 


COVERAGE—Compulsory cover- 


age is extended to 3,600,000 farm 
operators; 2,100,000 farm hands; 


100.000 enginceis. architects, ac- 
countants and undertakers; 250,- 
000 d o m e s t i c workei s; 100,000 
home workei s; and 50.00U persons 
.- ;v.f, f,=hinrr jr,f)ii«!try. Coverage 
is extended on a voluntary basis 
to 3,600,000 state and local govern- 
ment employes, 260,000 ministers 
and Christian Science practitioners 
and 100,000 American citizens em- 
ployed outside the United States 
by foieign subsidiaries of Ameri- 
can companies.

WASHINGTON W)— Legislation 


to authorize Illinois and the Chi- 
cago Sanitary District to help con- 
trol the level of Lake Michigan by 
diverting water into the Illinois 
Waterway needs omy the signature 
of President Eisenhower to become 
law. 


The Senate Friday night passed 


a bill which would authorize the 
state and the sanitary district to 
withdraw from Lake Michigan—in 
addition to all domestic pumpage 
—a total annual average of 2,500 
cubic feet of water a second for 
three years. 


The Secretary of the Army would 


study the effects of the increased 
diversion and report to Congress 
by Jan. 31, 1957. 


A committee report said there 


appears to be serious pollution in 
the upper reaches of the water 
way. Members were told an in- 
creased diversion of water would 
improve conditions.

Drainage Canal constitute the Illi- 
nois Waterway.

Thome's second will, which left 
half of his estate to his sweetheart. 
Maureen Ragen, 18. was admitted 
to probate. 


A few minutes later, a suit was 


filed in Circuit Court to set aside 
the will. The suit, filed for Thome's 
mother, Mrs. Marion 
Thorne, 


charged that Maureen and her 
mother, Mrs. Alcen Ragen, used 
undue influence to get Thorne to 
sign the second will. 


Airs. Thorne, in her complaint 


said the Ragens, "by means of 
cultivated and artificial sentimen- 
t a 1 i t y, cajolery and artifice." 
caused him to make out the second 
will. It added: 


Weakened In Mind 


"Monty Thorne became greatly 


weakened in mind and character 
by reason of the domination and 
undue influence exercised over and 
against him by the defendants. 
Maureen and Aleen Ragen, and 
by the progressive effects of bar- 
biturates, liquor and narcotics." 


The complaint charged the Ra- 


gens gave young Thorne money to 
"purchase said barbiturates, liquor 
and narcotics," and encouraged 
him to keep late hours. 


In an earlier will, Mrs. Thome 


\vas left the entire estate. The 
second will was made in the office 
of attorney Jay Stough, who also 
was counsel for the Ragens in a 
bizarre inquest and investigation 
into young Thome's death. The 
inquest recently ended with a coro- 
ner's verdict of death by natural 
causes.

Pope Urges 
Fight on 
Immodesty 


VATICAN CITY Iff)— Pope Pius 


XII has directed Roman Catholic 
bishops everywhere 
to wage a 


"prudent and persuasive" 
fight 


against 
Immodesty 
in 
modern 


dress. 


The pontiff's directive was con- 


tained in a letter to bishops by 
the Vatican's prefect of (he sacred 
congregation of the council, Pietro 
Cardinal Ciriaci. 


It called for action against the 


"indecency of the mode, which es- 
pecially in the summer season, pre- 
sents a sad and reprehensible 
spectacle." 


The letter was expressly writ- 


ten at the pontitf's direction and 
recalled his hopes for leform of 
Christian costume, which he ex- 
pressed in proclaiming the Marian 
Year now in progress. 


Immodesty in dress, it said, is 


widespread today. This, it added, 
was true "not only on the beaches 
and other vacation places, but ev- 
erywhere, in the st'-eets of cities 
and villages, in public and private 
places, and, not infrequently, even 
in the house of God." 


The letter deplored the circula- 


tion by newspapers and other pe- 
ndoicals as well by movies of pic- 
tures that contribute to this evil. 
It called upon bishops and priests 
under their direction to wage a 
"puident. persausive and assidu- 
ous" action, especially warning 
paicnts of the dangers to which 
immodest dress exposes their chil- 
dren.
